In the Autumn of 1812, the Directors of Greenwich Hos* 
pital were informed that great improvements had been re-*

** mode of practice in the worst stages of Ophthalmia, he 
*' entertained a confident expectation that the superior ejficacy 
^* of his operations over those usually practised would en* 
** able him, in some of the most formidable Diseases of the 
♦* Eye, to afford relief to many of the Pensioners, whose 
*' cases had been considered incurable ; but he utterly dis* 
•♦ claimed all expectation of remuneration for his profeS'* 
** sional services on this occasion!* ^ 

The Pensioners being desirous to be placed under the 
care -of Mr. Adams, the Medical Officers of the Hospital 
were directed to attend the operations^ to offofd ev^ 
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assisiance, and to report to the Direct<^s the progress an4 
result A House was accordingly taken in Air-street, 
Piccadilly^ for the accommodation of the Pensioners, and 
the convenience of the Oculist ; hut being found, in many 
respects,' unsuitable, another was afterwards hired in Lisle^' 
street, Leicester "Square^ every way adapted to the comfort 
of the Patients. 

It appearing, by the Reports of the Medical Officers 

dfthe Hospital, tktit the operations performed on the Blind 

Pensioners by Mr. Adams had be'ert dttendtd With great suc^ 

cess, the Directors were desirous of viewing the men, and 

for that purpose convened a special meeting, at which the 

PenHoifcrs, as well those who had been under the care of 

fofmer Oculists, as the Patients of Mr. Adams, were exa* 

mined and individually interrogated: and as the effect of 

fhe operations performed by the latter, as stated in the Jtet 

ports of the Phyncian, Surgedn, and Apothecary, was 

fohnd fo be accurately detailed, the Directors have con^ 

sidered it to bt their duty to give publicity to the Official 

Reports and Prpceedinss on a subject so interesting tq 

humanity.

Conceiving that it wiu be gratifying to the 

Governor and Directors of the Royal Hospital to 
liear that the new practice for the cure of Cataract, 
and the formation of artificial Pupil, proceeds most 
javourably on the Pensioners placed under the cans 
of Mr. Adams, 1 have great pleasure in acquaint*^ 
ing you, for therr information, that the first set of 
Patients sent to London, requiring thirteen Eyes 
to be operated on, are all cured, with the exception 
pf one man, David Hoar, a person of notoriously 
perverse character, who was attacked with Fever, 
^nd sent back to the Hospital for the cure thereof; 
but even in this case there is ev^ prospect of 
success, from a repetition of the operation. Eleven 
other Patients who were sent to replace those 
already cured, have all been operated on, and 
with the prospect of complete success (except- 
ing two that had been previously couched by 
another Oculist), five being already capaMe of 
seeing, and the otfa^s proceeding as favoyr^ly as 
go\x\d be expected. 
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The superior success of Mr. Adams's new modes 
of practice, when compared with the operation 
performed on the Pensioners for the last fifteen 
years, is very striking. On examining the latter it 
appears, that out of twenty -four Eyes, operated 
upon, several had l>een destroyed ; in other instances 
the Pupils had become obliterated, and one only had 
been benefitted, and even in that the success is in- 
complete. 

Among the men already cured, some of the cases 
are so remarkable as to merit particular notice, 

Edward Turner had, during six months that he was a 
Patient of the London Eye Infirmary, undergone thirteen

Mr. Adams has successfully ope« 
rated jon him, and he is now capable of rending the smalleii 
print. m 

Bray, aged seventy-nine years, is cured of Cataract iq 
both Eyes, and was capable, in the space of a fortnight, of 
seeing the minutest objects. 

Douglas, aged thirty-two, with closed Pupils, after having 
been above five years a Patient of the Oculist before referred 
to, without experiencing the least benefit, has had an artificial 
pupil formed, by which he is enabled to see the most minute 



ol]ject3 with distinctness ; Kis other Eye has been since^opertted 
on, and promises to be equally successful. 

I cannot, in justice to Mr. Adams, conclude tbir 
Report, without expressing to you how greatly I am 
indebted to his liberality and disinterestedness in 
communicating to me much valuable information and 
instruction relating to Diseases of the Eye, which 
I trust will eventually be attended with consider* 
able advantage to that class of objects, the afflicted 
Blind, who constitute no small proportion of the In- 
valids admitted into this noble Asylum.

We enclose herewith, folr the information 
of the Directors, separate Repotts ot th^e results of the , 
new and old operations foi* the cure of Cataract 
whiph have been practised upi^n the^ Pensioners of 



the Royal Hospital, the great disparity in which 
cannot fail to make a strong impression on the 
minds of the Honourable Members of the Board. 

In order to bring them equally acquainted with 
the extent of the failures in extracting the Cataract, 
as formerly practised, as well as with the great suc- 
cess of Mr. Adamses improved modes of curing that 
Disease, we have given a detailed description of the 
result of each, with the present state of the Eyes 
which have been submitted to the trial of the two 
Systems. 

The proportion of Eyes totally destroyed by the 
operation of extraction amounts to one-half the 
number operated upon ; to this the success of 
Mr. Adams, more particularly in the cases which 
had been considered incurable, as well as those 
previously operated upon without benefit, forms a 
very striking contrast, as it will be seen that his 
operations have failed but in one instance. 

To enable the Board fully to appreciate this 
success, we think it proper tQ point out, that even in 
the men whose vision is not at all, or but partially, 
benefited (with the exception of Ford), the ope- 
rations were as perfectly executed as on those 
whose sight is completely restored. To the 
disease of the Optic Nerve, therefore, and not to 
the failure of the operation (as was the case where 
extraction had been formerly performed), is to be 



attributed the want of that perfectly successful 
issue which is so conspiqaously displayed in the 
^* tmexceptiimahle cases.^^ 

This diseased state of the Optic Nerve in those 
Patients was originally apprehended by Mr. Adams ; 
and when, at their ui^enl solicitations^ he wais pre- 
vailed upon to perform the necessary operations, 
he stipulated, that, should the event confitm his 
unfovorable opinions, we should attest the cirbum- 
stances under which they were undertaken. 

It is, however, very impoi^tant to baVe ascer- 
tained, by actual experiment, as Mr. Adams has 
done on several of the Pensioners, that the Optic 
Nerve, although so much diseased as to have de- 
terred a former Practitioner from operating, yet, by 
the removal of the Gata)^cts, and 'subjecting the 
Eyes to a particular plan of discipline, their func- 
tions have been sufficiently recovered to afford 
useful^ and sometimes almost perfect, vision. An 
instance of the latter is shewn in the case of Hart- 
gill, blind for nearly twenty years, as supposed, 
by all the highest authorities in London, from Gutta 
Serena, for which disease he had been treated. 
Bray^s and Wilkins^s perfect restoration to sight are 
Jittle kss extraordinary, from the great age of the 
^former, and the latter having had an artificial Pupil 
formed after a complete obliteration of that aperture,

In addition to the gratifying contents of the 
MeondAeyorti w«t»^bmk it our duty to state, for 
4)^ iafoBOiiaticii) of t\ie £oapd, thM Mr. Adatns has 
^isoov^ned a pnodie of ourhlg the Egyptian OphtbaA- 
Doda, whic^ iiM been successfully pracdsed upon 
several of the Pensioaera, 60fne of whom bad beeq 
bXmd 'for tbre6 or four years, and given up as ita- 
purable hy the moH eminent Oculists then In 
London. The cemmumcatiou that this destructive 
and hitherto intractable Disease admits of cure 
w-e conceive will be gtadly received by the Board, 
nod th^ promulgation by Mr^ Adamft df Ubfs lin- 
por4;ant discovery be considered as a gr^t natiandl 
desideratum. 

By the adoption of his practice we are of o^iilioil, 
from what we have seen of its effects, that a very' 
large proportion of the Seamen and Soldiert»^ who 



have been discharge the Service, blind of the 
Ophthalmia, - m%fat Be'agatn rendered fit for duly, 
or be made lis^ftirtneinbers' of Society. 

We cadiiot cdndude'this Letter without stating, 
fnjustide toMr. Adamd, that faFe has freely dembn- 
jBtitrted hts practice ; aiid that he has, in the niost 
liberal and unreserved manlier, given us every inJfoN 
inafion that we required r6l£itiiig to the treat mien t 
'of fHseases of the Eyes.

or twenty years, I tiid not conceive, till I perused 
the Reports of the Surgeoi^ of fhe Hospital, that the 
proportion of failures w^s sp gropjt. 

From the statea\jpnt9 w^ijch have been ma^^e of fhip^ 
sqccess. of the practice of .Ejstraction, the public 
have been taqgbt to belieye thatjt possessed al| the 
excellence of which ^oy ope^tkm for the cure: of 
Catargct wa^ sqscjeptihle. It became, therefore. 
hi|:hly necessagr .that su9h an experiment as- the 
present should be instituted ;aq^ that, under tbct 
immediate superintendance of impar^ja/ aqd c/m^- 
terested persons, wh(Me_testjnaonj[ could,. nol-.be_ 
doubted.

now request your attention to the coaii>aiati¥e re* 
suks of the diffierent operations (the new and ald^^ 
as specified in the official Reports of the Physiciaii, 
Surgeon, and Apothecary to your Institution ; which, 
with the personal examiiiation you intend this day to 
make of the two sets of Patients, must neeessarify 
establish, beyond all doubt, Uie decided superiority 
of my modes of opisrating, over that which had 
been previously practised on the Pensioners. 

And here I beg leave to repeat the observation 
I made at my first interview with your Honourable 
Board, that it is the operation^ and not the operator^ 
which I deprecate. Were he to adopt my opera* 
tions, or were I to foHow hfs, the results of the 
two modes of practice would probably be nearly the 
tame as they are now found to be; tior shall I 
hesitate to add my ifirmi belief, that aupeiior manual 
dexterity is not to be found in this 'kingdom, than 
is possessed by the bperatof whose efforts have 
proved so unavailingt in the many insfaiBces sub* 
mitted to yoUr consideration. It is, I coneeive^ 
the want of a personal experience of the superior 
efficacy of my practioe, which preveirts iiis adopting 
it with the «ame promptitude, as another Oculist 
of long-established celebrity has done, #Qce he saw 
me operate ; who, before that period^ was disttn-^ 
guished by his practice, as well as writings, as one 
of the warmest advocates of the operation of Ek^ 
traction. 

o 
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It may be proper to inform your Honourable 
Board that I have not confined myself to any lodi* 
vidual operation in the treatment of the Pensioners 
blind of Cataract intrusted to my care. My in** 
struments and modes of operating have varied as 
the nature of the case required. Where the con- 
sistence of the Cataract has admitted of an immediate 
and complete division, I have placed the separated 
portions in a situation which ensured their absorption 
in five or six weeks. In these cases, the general 
success of the operation exceeds all credibility with 
those who have been in the habit of witnessing the 
results of other modes of practice. Of upwards of 
Eightjf Persons born blind of Cataracts, upon whom 
I have performed this operation, I have not lost an 
£ye. In three instances alone, in which I was pre« 
vented fi'om repeating the Operation, it did not pro- 
duce the anticipated benefit; and I should consider 
myself unfortunate were I at any time to be less suc- 
cessful in an equal number of persons who became 
blind from Cataracts afterbirth, prpvideid they admit- 
ted of being treated in the manner already described^ 
and the health of the Patients was in a state favour- 
able for the operation. Hence arises a very im- 
portant question : To what period of life does this 
* particular piactice 3pply ? To which I have a ready 
answer ; That I have never failed in being en- 
abled to efiect this necessary division in persons 
xmdiex forty yean x)i age;, very rarely in those 
bet ween /orfy and ^/y, and have frequently sue- 
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ceeded in persons in the most advanced pertods of' 
life. 

. Where the Cataract is tOo hard and solid to ad-- 
mit of this immediate division, I do not attempt^ 
as was my former practice, to effect its abaooptio^ 
by a frequent repetition of the operation ; but I al 
once extract it. This, however, is accomplished 
by a process toialfy different from that I have felt it a 
duty to deprecate ; a process which I must claim ta 
be novel, and which happily attains the highly im*. 
portant desiderata which had beep hitherto .con-< 
sidered unattainable^ while it obviates the many 
causes of failure which rendered the usual mode of 
Extraction so generally unsuccessfuK From the 
principle upon which it is founded, and the favourable 
results of its termination during the last two yeara 
that I have extensively practised it, 1 feel myself 
warranted in asserting that it possesses the utmost; 
degree of excellence which it is possible for Extrac-^ 
tion to arrive at» and that its general success will 
prove nearly as great as the Operation for the re- 
moval a! the soft Cataract* To deter other persons 
from claiming it as their invention, or anticipating 
me in its communication to the public (as was the 
case with my Instruments and operation for the cure 
of the soft Cataract, and my successful revival ,of aa 
obsolete Operation for Artificial Pupil) ^ I have re- 
quested Mr. McLaughlin to record on the Hospilal 
Books, the different sts^es of this operation, as he^

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bas seen Me peirform it od feveral of the Pen-^ 
sioners. 

In many comb an artificial Pupil baa been made, 
aa well a^ the cure effected of the Cataract^ witb 
^bich the diMase of Obliterated Pupil was com^^ 
plicated. Again, wher^ the Pupil, though not 
obliterated, was much contracted from Adherent 
Cataract, a different operation was pitectised. In 
other instances I hare i%moved Secondary ^ Mem-* 
brafidtis Cataracts^ which bad come on ifter the 
usual Aiode of Extraction had been to all appear- 
ance jierfectly accomplished. •

I bare also in my treatment of the Pcasioners 
aseertaiHed a fact of l^ry great practical itppdrtanoey 
which Will in a gteat^gfte^explaifl the geneiml bad 
succ«tt of the Opt^kti6tt 6f fixtractioAv as it is 
uiually performed ; namely, that tbe Vitreous Hu^ 
moui- was in a sWe df dissolution nearly in one 
balf df the Eyes on which I operated^ This is a 
disieased change ii^hich tixf rarely be pehseived be^ 
fotetb^ performance of 4beopei*ation, and which 
authors agree mu§t occasion a total destruction 
^tbe £y«, whentoe^er the Cataract is extracted 
hi th6 tisiial ttlttnnet. Itl th«M o«M8 1 perfbtmed «n

Th6 hap|jy result whJth has nttended such ii 
dJtaWnition df.)JiS«tlce, (by wlirch pWJHlittf and dp- 
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pfopfiate Ififltrumento and Mocks of Qperalion have^ 
beeo adapted to each variety of the disease) proves 
thai those who pursue oue beaten track, in all 
cases, must xiecessarily fiul in a very large propor- 
tioti pf them ; and still further accounts fo? the bad 
success formerly attending the Operation of Extrac- 
tion on the Pensioners. 

I trust that it will not be considered as irrelevant, 
to the subject of the present commanicatioD to* in« 
form you, that there are di^erent modes of effecting 
th^ cure of Cataract by the Ab^orhent Practice. 
My friend and preceptor, the late Mr. Saunders^ pur- 
sued a system different from that which I have so 
warmly supported in this Letter. The operation 
which he preferred had been performed tkirteeff times 
during six months on one of the Pensioners (Edward 
Turner) without a temovalof the disease. On one 
of my private patients the same operation had beeo 
performed seventeen times prior to my having 
been consulted,' ten times oh ond Eire, and seven on 
the dtber, in the course of as many months,.and with 
n6 bt^tt^t' Success. In both instances I perfected the 
cure bjr i sin^e operation on each Eye ; so that, if 
these psitients bad originsHy been treated according 
to ttty ttiode*6f prtrtjtice, tne^ on M most^ #wcr Opera* 
tlOtts, '#odId htive efl^ied the complete removal of 
the Cat^raets Iti the space of five or six weeks. This 
difli^enee in the ttvo ittodes of operating, it Is of 
gl^at ittiportfnicfe fo myself distinctly ^a spe«*^ 
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eiiy, otherwise, from its being generally known 
tbst I was the sole confidential Pupil and Assistant 
of the late Mr. Saunders in his operations for Cata- 
ract, among those who are now pursuing the pro* 
fession of an Oculist, it might be considered by 
many, who have not seen my Work on Diseases of 
the Eye, that I still, as in the commencement of 
my practice, follow his modes of operation, whereas 
( have long since found it necessary wholly to 
abandon them. 

• 
I must now, my Lords and Gentlemen, beg 

leave to apologiase for occupying so much of your 
time and attention ; but I trust that you will at- 
tribute the length of my present communication to 
a;i anxious desire to give you some explanation of 
the nature of those Operations, by which* I have 
been enabled j»e successfully to fulfil your wishes 
ip the treatment of the Pensioners. 

While I offer my most grateful acknowleidg- 
ipents for the politeness and condescension, with 
which, collectively and individually, you have 
been pleased to receive my communications, and 
to acquiesce in those arrangements which I pre- 
sumed to recommend for the better trial of the im- 
portant experiment jifst decided, — ^permit me also 
to express my warmest obligations to the Medical 
Officers of your Institution, fyv their liberal and 
zealous eo-operation. In an especial .manner it 
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becomes me to mention the humane and able aS' 
distance afforded by Mr. McLaughlin, to which nfay ; 
be attributed much of the successful issue of my 
experiments.

THE Board resumed the consideration o£ 
the Letttsr of the S7th of last month, from the 
Physician, Surgeon^ and Apothecary, and of the 
Keport which accompanied it^ detailing the eBkct 
pf th^ [operations performed by Mr. Adams on se« 
yerai.of the Pensioners afflicted with .CataiactSi 
and other.

Surgeon being absent by indisposition), were called 
tn ; and the Board, with a view of ascertaining the 
compsirative success of the different modes of Prac- 
tice,in Cases of Cataract and closed Pupil, proceeded 
to examine the Pensioners on whom operations had, 
been performed by other Oculists of undoubted cha- 
racter and eminence in their Practice. It appeared 
that many of these Pensioners had irrecoverably 
lost their sight, the Eye beings in several instMices 
entirely sunk ; and that, except in one instance, 
they had not experienced the desired relief. 

The Pensioners who had been under the care 
of Mr. Adams were next examined and inter- 
rogated, and their respective Cases were compared 
with the Report enclosed in the above-mentioned 
Letter from the Physician, Surgeon, and Apothecary ; 
and the Board were much gratified by so many 
instances of the great success which had attended 
the operations of Mr. Adams.

Mf. Adams then laid before the Board a 
of this date» stating at considerable length hit 
modes of Practice ; and he also personally ex- 
)>lained the nature and effects o{f the several opera* 
tioM performed by him for Cataract, and in 
forming %a Artificial Pupil. In the result the 
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Board expressed to Mr. Adams their entire satis*

fection, and requested be would select such 
other of the blind Pensioners belonging to the 
Hospital whose Cases may be treated with any 
prospett of success ; and that he would perform 
such operations on them as in his judgment may 
be calbulated to afford relief ; and, then, together 
with the Medical Officers, he withdrew. 

It being evidently desirable, that publicity 
should be given to the suc^essr which has attended 
Mr. Adams's operations in restoring to sight so 
many Pensioners of the Hospital ; — 

Ordered, 

That the Letter and the Report above 
mentioned from the 'Medical Officers of the Hos- 
pital, together with Mr. Adams's Letter of this date, 
the Surgeon's two Letters of the 36th of May and 
28th of August last, and the proceedings of the 
Board relative to this subject, be forthwith printed 
and published.
